In fact, 
if any of you can remember back to my first issue, it was just a 
half sizer of I guess about ten pages--and that's all I ever wanted 
GOTHIC to be...an occasional half-sizer of little to no importance. 
But, before I knew it, I got more and more mail, and more and more 
opportunities to make my zine into something more than that. 

Next up, is the name of this zine- GOTHIC. I've been considering 
changing it for the simple reason that people tend to think at 
first glance of the name that this is a zine dedicated to gothic 
music for the black clothing crowd. All too obviously, it is not.

I wanted this to bo 
a zine for everyone in the "scene", and not just people who like to 
get scared. 

Okay, let me talk about the bands in this ish. ANTI SCHISM is a grea 
band from South Carolina, wr like MEDIA CHIT,DP EM , tend to focus tk 
music on political and ant. authority issues. I assume you've all 
heard of MEDIA CHILDREN by now. ROAD WHORE from Riverside, CA is ^ 
band that features ex-WHITE FLAG voice AL BUM on vocals. They apnea 
bo pretty raunchy fellas and have been accused of being sexist (rho 
out their ads), particularly by MRR. But I think that anyone can re 
ize that ROAD WHORE does all of this in a very facetious manor and 
are by no means truly sexist. And if after reading the interview vr 
are still convinced that there's something terribly wrong with P.W. 
well, then I suggest you start an anarchaical revolt against them, 
would like that.

Even wor^e, it seems a few 
hardcore bands have jumped on t*he bandwagon to mo' 
money by (1) putting out cd ' s, and (2) putting 
"bonus tracks" on cd' s only.’Gorilla Biscuits calls 
it "more hardcore for your dollar." Then why don't 
they just put their bonus tracks on the cassette? 
That would be even MORE hardcore for our dollar.

If marching for the animals isn't your style (or if a demonstration simply # Trapping/hunting promoters:

Designed to facilitate communication with consumers—either potential 
or current—800 numbers are your chance to express your feelings about 
crude animal tests, fur promotions, and other forms of animal exploi¬ 
tation directly to those who count, free of charge! 


WHAT TO DO 

Here are some important toll-free numbers “for your convenience.’’ 
Each 800 call costs the companies money, which reduces profits— 
something that often counts more to them than ethics—so the lengthier 
the conversation, the more impact you’ll have. When you have politely 
griped and discussed alternatives with the usually uninformed-on-the- 
tssue operator (or raised the blood pressure of a defensive one), ask to 
be transferred to another or to a supervisor. Happy chatting!
